Benjamin Spocit, on a brief 
trip to' Montreal criticized 
tlic regimes of both Presidents 
Richard Nixon and Lyndon 
Johnson for assigning too 
many responsible positions 
to academics. 

Speaking at l'Université de 
Montréal last Friday, Dr. 
Spocic declared, "There is no 
worse way to run a country 
than to turn it over to bril- 
liant people, who have no hum- 
ility and no sense of human- 
ity.. 

' "Those people ha ye .never 
had to question themselves - 
they always got A-plus," he 
explained. "The power sense 
of leaders has to be balanced 
with humanity." 

Dr. Spock also indicated 
that his principal aim was to 
end the Vietnam war. 

He summarized his mis- 
sion: "My concern is not 
the draft and the individual 
problems of every young 
man. Rather the problem is

Student representatives from 
18 Canadian universities agreed 
this weekend to hold regubr 
national conferences to discuss 
common problems. 

However, the delegates failed 
to reach a consensus on the 
formation of a national union 
of students. 

The dedsion came at a con- 
ference hosted by McGili Stu- 
dents' Society External Vice- 
President Martin Shapiro to dis- 
cuss the formation of a national 
union. 

By a 7-5 vote, the delegates 
.voteid to accept the principle of 
a union, but could not agree on 
the form such a body would Like. 

A minority of the delegates, 
led by the University of West- 
ern Ontario, insisted Uiat the 
union should be politically act- 
ivist, while most of the deleg- 
ates wanted a less active organ- 
ization. 

Other delegates felt that it 
was too soon after the dissol- 
ution of the Canadian Union of 
Students to establish a new 
body. 

The Canadian Union of Stu- 
dents and l'Union Générale des 
Etudiants de Québec dissolved 
last fail after most member 
universities refused to pay dues. 

By contrast, the vote to hold 
regular meetings was almost 
unaninious, with only Western 
Ontariodissenting. 

No French-language universi- 
ties from Quebec or Western 
universities were represented 



at the conference, giving rise 
to charges that it was not truly 

national. 

Shapiro defended the confer- 
ence, citing the fact that l'Uni- 
versité de Montreal and Laval 
University do not have students' 
societies as the reason for their 
absence. 

A tliird French-language uni- 
crsity, l'Université de Sherbroo- 
ke, did participate In this week- 
end's conference, and agreed to 
take part in future meetings. 

The five major universities 
in Western Canada that decided 
not to attend the McGIII confer- 
ence were, the Universities of 
British Columbia, Alberta, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan (Re- 
gina and Saskatoon campuses). 

Instead, the five students' so- 
cieties involved agreed to con- 
centrate on forming strong pro- 
vincial unions, and working 
together on problems of 'mu- 
tual concern' such as unemploy- 
ment. 

At a meeting in Saskatoon 
in January, the five agreed not 
to attend the Montreal confer- 
ence because the forces at work 
to destroy the Canadian Union 
of Students were still present, 
and they felt no viable students' 
association could emerge. 

Shapiro said he. was basically 
satisfied with the outcome of the 
conference, and that regubr 
meetings would be more product- 
ive than a national organization 
in the absence of a consensus.

how to end the war and Amer- 
lean imperialism." 

However, he did not fore- 
see a speedy end to the 
conflict, declaring that there 
was no end in sight within 
President Nixon's term, 
which runs until 1972. 

"I'm one of the rash ones 
to predict that Nixon will be 
out and over with in 1972," 
he said candidly. . "Maybe 
I'm in a state of - hubris 
where J'm waiting to be prov- 
ed Irrevocably right" ' ' 

Examining the anti-war mov- 
ement activities in the Uni- 
ted States and abroad, Dr. 
Spock called for further and 
increased measures, saying 
that the sense of guilt in the 
United States must be "pump- 
ed up." 

"People all over the worid 
have a . small opportunity to 
help by shaming the U.S. 
people and govenmient," said 
Dr. Spock. He cited writing 
letters to the American gov- 
ernment, and buying pages in 
prominent newspapers to ad- 
vertise anti-war opinions as 
effective means of (mtesting 
th'ewar. 

"Nine-tenths of the 'guilt 
lies with the U.S., " he com- 
mented, minimizing the role 
of other nations in the Viet- 
nam conflict. "This is where 
the war must be stopped."

Strax facing deportation

FREDERICTON (CUP) - Nor- 
man Slrax, the former Univer- 
sity of New Brunswick physics 
professor whose suspension and 
dismissal from UNB last year 
kept his campus in an uproar 
for months, is currently await- 
ing deportation procedinp by the 
Federal Government. 

The deportation proceedings, 
initiated by the Federal Depart- 
ment of Immigration, were unex- 
pectedly delayed last Thursday 
when bad weather prevented the 
arrival in Fredericton of the 
special -inquiry officer for the 
Immigration Department D. M. 
Parent. . 

. The move to deport the be- 
leaguered physics professor 
first came Nov. 5, when Profes- 
sor Strax emerged from a 14-day 
stay in Fredericton City Jail, 
for obstruction of a police of- 
ficer. 

Professor Strax, witnessing a 
downtown anest for drunkenness, 
said he felt the arresting officer 
was being "unduly rough" in his 
treatment of the offender. Pro- 
fessor Strax began taking pictures 
as the man was taken to the 
police station, and was himself 
arrested. 

Without prior warning. Pro- 
fessor Strax was' greeted by Po- 



lice and a warrant from the Im- 
migration Department upon his 
release from jail. 

Professor Strax has been an 
embarrassment to various sec- 
tors of New Brunswick society 
since his dismissal bst year 
from UNB lor supporting a stu- 
dent protest over library privi- 
leges. 

The UNB Board of Governors 
obtained a court order barring 
the physics professor from the 
campus when students bagan a 
sit-in protesting his suspension: 
Professor Strax ignored .the in- 
junction arid w-as jailed for con- 
tempt of court. 

Professor Strax's deportation 
is ostensibly being sought for 
his arrest on the obstruction 
charge, but he believes the move 
is simply designed to rid Fre- 
dericton of his presence. 

"The offense is too trivial for 
deportation, but the decision will 
be made on a political basis," 
he said. 

Professor Strax will attempt to 
fight both the deportation move 
and the original conviction for 
obstruction, because his deporta- 
tion "would set a very bad pre- 
cedent, particularly for draft 
dodgers."

'- — Howard Ross to a member of Ihe 
Sludenis' Sociely executive 
We really don't like to bring up the 
subject of the Board of Governors again. 
The question of its tenuous legitimacy, of 
its indefensively broad powers, has be- 
come as anachronistic as the Board, it- 
self.

U of T and grant students power equal to 
faculty and Senate: if the capitalists (plus 
token student) on the Board thought that 
they warranted the same representation 
as the 15.000 students of the university: 
and if the Board was going to reserve for 
its illegitimate self the final say anyway: 
and if the Board had already demonstrat- 
ed its willingness to exercise real and 
not token power - then to hell with the 
Board, the committee, and the soon-to-be- 
imposed principal. 

Aha! But would the Governors take this 
sitting down? Would they allow themselves 
to be exposed as reactionary and anti- 
student?

The current piAlidl]r«which the 
Post Graduate 'StuiHha* Society 
is receiving in the McGill Daily 
deserves to be looked at in more 
than one way.

There are anti- 
Wong versus pro-Wong groups, 
anti-Martlet vs. proMartlet, anti- 
executive vs. pnHixecutive, and- 
so on, but these divisions can be 
viewed in other than negative 
ways. 

Conflict is healthy. PGSS is not 
apathetic this year. Admittedly, 
there is intra-group fighting but 
fighting is often a sign that the 
membership is alive. It's the 
Don't-care attitudes that breed 
apathy. Interest and caring stim- 
ulate activity. The conflict does 
have its negative aspects. For 
one thing it looks bad to (he out- 
side and it tends to dissipate 



énerves, but it is a sign of Ufe. 
What is needed now at this crit- 
ical lime is strong leadership 
which wili harness the fantastic 
amount of energy, generated at 
council meetings, and channel it 
towards one united goal. >^^|^ 

Let's not waste vital is liappcii- 
ing in PGSS right now. The squab- 
bles have achieved some useful 
purpose. At least people are a- 
ware tliat we exist and that we 
arc not all apathetic, and that is 
good. The people «ïio have ap- 
peared most anti-everything are 
really the ones who care the 
most; they care enough to want 
to do something about the quest- 
ionably legal way in which some 
of PGSS business is being con- 
ducted. They care enough to want 




to see PGSS built into a strong, 
respected orpnization. What 
appears like destructive behavior 
isn't always necessarily so. 

Mr. Hart, Mr. Findleton, Mr. 
Wong; you've all contributed to 
putting PGSS on the map, but the 
advertising campaign is over 
now, let's start selling a . worth- 
while product. Start working to- 
gether to build a new, stronger 
PGSS on the foundation of the old, 
and pool your resources and 
talents and energies to see that 
PGSS becomes a^ strong viable • 
body and the Martlet a critical, 
sophisticated newspaper.

One out of every four women has an abortion al one lime of h er life or another. l^f^P*! 
In Canada over 200.000 women a year terminale unwanted pregnancies. Of these women, 90% go to back alley butchers 

for the Job. 

One out of every seven women give birth to an illegitimate chit d. In Quebec alone there «t re approximately 30,000 un- 
adopted children. Nonetheless, abortion is now an operation that can be performed with the right equipment in 10 minutes 

time in a doctor's office. 

Vie operation, done by a skilled physician has a death toll which is 20 to 50 times less than that resulting from childbirth. 
Despite this, a doctor can deliver a baby in a stable, but according to the law, he cannot perform an abortion in a well- 
equipped office. 

Back alley butcher jobs can result in either permanent damuf-e or in death. The dangers of infection, hemorrhage, and 

uterine perforation are midtiplied thousand-fold if the abortion is done by an unqualified person. 
Yet the new vacuum system for abortion performed within tlie first II weeks of pregnancy by a qualified physician is 

. . • practically 100% safe. 
Unfortunately, after having an illegal abortion, women are afr aid to go to a hospital. They usually begin to bleed heavily 
and exhibit other symptoms, such as fever. A t this stage, the w oman's life could be in danger, and site shoidd not hesitate 
to go to a hospital. Fear of legal prosecution usually keeps a w omanfrom seeing a doctor, but it is very rare that a victim is 

prosecuted when entering hospital in this state. 
Needless to say, there is something wrong with a system that w ill make a himian being so negligent of her own life. 
There is a crying need for birth control information, but that is not enough. Women .%hould have a right to decide for 
themselves whether or not they want to terminate their own pregnancies. It is up to women to demand that this right be 

respected at once. 



Is it possible to impregnate girls who are already pregnant? 

Maybe not, but local doctors and politicians are trying awfully 
hard by screwing them from every possible angle. , 

In Montreal, the annual total of single women who become pregnant 
numbers in the thousands. About 400400 of them seek help from the 
guidance department in the Royal Victoria Hospital alone. 

Many girls are determined to terminate their pregnancy at any 
cost, . • 

The Theurapeutic Abortion Committees in hospitals and individual 
doctors callously tell them to "Get butchered and then we'll take care 
of you." 

In talking to a local doctor we uncovered several discouraging facts. 
Hospitial atioHions are very difficult to procure - but not only because 
the law is extremely tight. 

Abortions arc taboo according to conservative cliques on hospital 
boards which control the committee of doctors that grants abortions. 
It was pointed out that there is competition among hospitals to give as 
few therapeutic abortions as possible. About three per year is the 
average. 

A social worker at the RVH told us that pregnant 12 and 13 year 
old girls are categorically denied abortions and actually have their 
babies. 

Girls who have been impregnated by a father or brother are not 
granted abortions since "the genetic risk of abnormality of the baby Is 
not very high." 

If the guilty father is brought to court, the judge usually suggests 
psychiatric care for the girl after she gives birth. 
What kind of abortion laws do we have? 

In 1902 the Criminal Code stated, "termination of pregnancy was 
. not an offense when done to save the life of the mother." 

The Federal Government supposedly took great strides in liberaliz- 
ing ^thé' law.' admidst parliamentary filibustering by Quebec MPs. The 
amendment replaced the clause, "to save the,lifc of . Uie mother" with 
one that read, "In the opinion of a committee^f iiiirast three doctors 
continuation of pregnancy would or would be likely to endanger the life 
of the mother." 

None of the doctors wc spoke to ventured the opinion that "health" 
also refers to mental health. 

In effect, there has been no change in the law in the last 70 

ycfrs. : 

The arguments pro and con 'voluntary termination of pregnancy 
in the first trimester of pregnancy revolve around one basic issue: Is 
a fetus just a mass of protoplasm, or is it an entity apart from the 
mother which is alive and can be "killed"? 

Meanwhile, in spite of this metaphysical battle, the reality of the 
situation remains the same. 

A few hundred Montreal girls enter local hospitals annually from 
difficulties resulting from back-street abortions. 

"Typically, the uterus is punctured (necessitating a hysterectomy), 
the patient is exsanguinated and the mental state of the patient borders 
' on suicidal depression. Occasionailly, the large bowel is also punctur- 
ed and requires extensive surgery." - 



In contrast, therapeutic absortion done by the vacuum method or a 
dilation and curettage performed by a doctor is far safer than normal 
childbirth.. 

In Czechoslovakia and Hungary, where hospital abortions are legal, 
the abortion mortality rate is 3 out of 100.000 patients. 
In the United States the mortality rate is 23 per 100,000. 

There is a fantastic Clergy Consultation Service on Abortion in 
the United Slates. It consists of clergymen who vn\l find doctors to 
abort any pregnant girl, regardless of where she lives in the country. 

Wc tried Consultation Service's number, 212-477-0034, which is 
immediately available froni NY information, and it is for real. 

The caller is referred to a clergyman in her area who will tend to 

the details. 

^The organization is flouting numerous abortion laws. However a 
knowledgeable source told us that the Service is receiving a $40,000 
Ford Foundation Grant.; 

In the United States, as in Canada, there has been very limited 
success in having abortion laws changed through government legisla- 
tion. \ . 

Refonnera.there^ue tiying a new s^ by challenging the cons- 
titutionality of the la w in the Feideral courts. 

If the higher court finds that the law violates an individual's consti- 
tutional rights, the law will be defunct 

Roy Lucas, sponsored by the Association for the Study of Abortion 
and by four private physicians, is filing suit in a New York federal 
court in April. He will argue, in part, that the law: 

1) imposes upon a woman a belief about the nature of life that is 
not necessarily her own and violates the prohibition against laws cs^ 
tablishlng a religion; 

2) violates the right of marital privacy; 

3) is a logical extension of the right to contraception; 

4) discriminates against the poor; and 

5) violates the Eighth Amendment 'prohibition against cruel and 
unusual punishment 

Lucas, and most of the otlier lawyers working on abortion reform, 
implicitly agree on one point: that the unquestioned right of abortion 
applies only to the first 11 weeks of pregnancy. 

The results of their suits arc bound to influence Canadian re- 
formers' attempts to repeal our own abortion law. 

Cyril Means, a member of a government committee to review the 
New York State Abortion law commented, "When these people talk 
about a right to life, they are ignoring the fact that the zygote (a 
cell formed by the union of two reproductive calls) is meiely. tbe reor- 
ganization of the elements of the spemutozoon and the ovuni, both of 
which are certainly alive. Neither dies at fusion. The life of the cons- 
tituent elements continue on. It is no more and no less a life than it 
was before." 

"It is not human life that is sacred, it is the human person, and 
the early fetus is not a person."

Brodeur brilliant in Redmen revenge

It took a 49 point perform- 
ance by Pierre Brodeur to offset 
a lacklustre effort by his team- 
mates on Friday night in Ottawa. 
Brodeur's individual brilliance 
proved to be cnougii for the Re- 
mcnto win 89-81. 

Just one week ago, the Red- 
men had lost to the same Ottawa 
team 77-76, and this loss ended 
the Red and White's hopes of 
finishing first in the Eastern 
OQAA. 

At 5 pm. Friday, amidst vows 
of revenge, the team boarded 
a decrepit bus and set out for 
the nation's capital. At 6:30.

After wending a drcuitious 
route, ostensibly to cover the 
trail, the driver managed to 
reach the destination point at 
8:15, originally scheduled as 
lip-off time. 

When the game finally did get 
under way, the Redmen seemed 
intent on repeating their pre- 
vious humiliation at the hands 
of the Gee-Gees. They quickly 
fell behind 8-2. 

The defense was pitiful, and 
the rebounding was worse. Time 
and again Ottawa would get 
three or four shots at the basket. 
This was particulariy aggravated 
in free threw situations, where 
Howie Roseman, for reasons 
known only to himself, refused 
to box his man. 

BRODEUR ONE MAN SHOW 

Through it all. Brodeur man- 
aged to keep the team in the 
game. The Redmen co-captaln 
scored repeatedly on drives

With two minutes left in the 
first half, three Brodeur buckets 
tied the score at 35-35. However, 
Ottawa then broke away for a 44- 
37 lead after 20 minutes. 

To thii point, the' Redmen had 
17 points, while Brodeur who 
should not be identified with the 
other Red shirts had 20. 

In the second half, things 
were fairly similar to the open- 
ing period. Brodeur would bring 
the team to withhi a few points, 
and then Ottawa would pull 
away. With eight minutes left 
in the game, the Gee-Gees led 
65-57. 

For some reason, known only 
to themselves, the Redmen picked 
this time to play their first bit 
of real basketball, since they 
upset Queens. 

' Suddenly, the Red and White 
assumed control of the boards, 
with Brodeur, Bill Holt, and 
Chad Gaffield leading the way. 
The defense also picked up as 
Phil Thompson and Gaffield 
stole the ball. And .Brodeur 
kept hitting. 

When it was over, tlic Red- 
men, who had played about 
eight minutes of solid bail, had 
won 8U-81. In the process. 
Brodeur racked the second high- 
est point total. in OQAA histor>'. 
The only man to better Pistol 
Pete's 49 points is former team- 
mate Nasko Golomeev.

score, nine points, Brodeur ties 
the record for most field goals 
in one game, vrith 21, to share 
that distinction with Golomeev.
